Applicant asserts "Yoshida does not teach or suggest 'wherein the hold ring includes a groove, having a ring-like shape for constituting a 
burr storing space, at an outer periphery of the holding ring, the holding ring being welded lo the inner periphery of the socket by ultrasonic 
welding', as recited in exemplary claim 1 , and somewhat similarly recited in exemplary claims 20 and 21 Examiner disagrees. Refer to 
the 102 and 103 rejections set forth on pages 4-7 of the final office action (7/16/07). 

Applicant asserts that the drawings created by the Examiner as shown in Attachment A are not accurate and not representative of 
Yoshida's figures. Examiner disagrees. 

Applicant further asserts that the hold ring illustrated in the two drawings created by the Examiner. Examiner disagrees. Although not as 
explicit in the top drawing, there is a vertical line connecting the groove with the large diameter portion. And even if it were assumed that 
Yoshida's hold ring is not inclusive of the vertical portion connecting the groove with the large diameter portion, and there is just a single 
diagonal line connecting the small and large diameter portions, Yoshida still reads on the claimed invention as set forth on pages 4-7 of 
the final office action. That diagonal portion defines a circumferential groove in the hold ring. Regarding the recitation requiring the 
groove to be "for constituting a burr storage space", Yoshida is considered to meet this limitation insofar as his groove (as shown in 
Attachment A) is capabje of storing a burr. 

In response to Applicant's assertion that "first connecting means", "second connecting means" and "holding means" do invoke 35 1 12 6 th 
paragraph, Examiner acquiesces to Applicant's arguments as set forth on pages 13-14 of the 10/9/07 response. 
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
